To which the young man mildly replied, 
that he was answerable to God only for 
his religion, and that the truth was to be 
found in the written word alone, which 
he was determined to follow, and risk

The above with many other an- 
swers, rather tended to irritate than ap- 

ease the father, who declared, in a 
rage, that he should quit the house the 
next morning with nothing more than 
the clothes he nad on, and that his wife 
should be separated from him. The 
young man’s feelings were roused at the 
latter part of the threat, to which he re- 
plied, (upon remembering the words of 
our Lord) “ [le that loveth father,. or 
mother, or wife, &c.” I shall now put 
the question to her, my father, in your 
own presence, viz. whether she be wil-

club on the side; but being strong, he 
made an effort, got clear, and escaped 
into my house half naked, and nearly 
doubled together with a blow on the 
side. This took place between ten and 
eleven o’clock. last Tuesday night. We 
afforded him protection, and need I say, 
my dear Pastor, rejoiced over this young 
champion in the cause of salvation. 
[recommended him, as the first thing, 
to snatch his wife out of the fire, which 
he happily effected a little before day- 
light the next morning, at no small risk; 


for hismother, a stout masculine woman, - 


happening to be awake, overheard the 
voung woman going out, (as they lived in 
the same house) pursued, and overtook 


her on the road. where she beat her se- 


verely. I have placed them with Solomon, 
who lives over the Persian school-ro om, 
ina little place that I gave him during his 
residence here, and which will answer for 
this promising young man and his wife,

It is obvious 
that young men of sanguine and aspir- 
jag minds are ia no smail danger of 
choosing the ministry, as a profession, 
trom improper motives. This profes- 
sion, at the present day, has many and 
Strong attractises even to those, who 
exhibit little evidence of piety. Inthe 
first place, there is from all quarters a 
demand for ministers, moire and more 
frequent and importunate; and every 
young mau, “ho possesses even a con- 
mon share of geulus nay havea pret- 
ty sure prospect of a comfortable set- 
tlement in this profession. ‘This pro: 
fessign too is heldin hightespect. In 
most iusiances, ministers are consider- 
ed as men of consequence i in the places 
where they reside; atd if they sup- 
port the clerjcal character in any good 
degree, will always receive the most 
respectful and affectionate atiention 
from the friends of religion. Another 
recommendation of the sacred office 
is, that it affords opportunity for men 
tal improvement,and generally secures 
to ministers the pleasures and advan- 
tages of a frequent intercourse with the 
most intelligent and polished mem- 
bers of society. And by many, who 
contemplate 1 superficiaily, and ata 
distance, the profession of a minister 
3s supposed to be exempt, in an wacom. 
mon degree, from the necessity of la- 
bour, and to afford a prospect not only 
of honour, but ef ease. —Under the 
influence of these, aud other similar 
views, young men ofardent minds are 
likely to choose the ministry from 
wrong motives. ‘To guard against 
this danger, it is necessary that minis- 
ters of the Gospel, and other enlight- 
ened Christians should, in every pro- 
per way, take pains to impress the 
aninds of young men with the vast im- 
portance of the ministry and withthe 
difliculties, the wearisome, exhaust- 
sug labors and hardships, which must 
be encountered in the discharge of its 
duties. Before young meu are en- 
couraged to apply for patronage to 
che Education Society, sey should be 
cxumined and watched with the most 
vigilant fidelity. It should not be for- 
‘ ‘ance of miscon- 
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rotten. tLigat everv ins. 
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{F ats 


duct, or of defective talents, in a bene 
ticiary of the Society, will not only be 
matter of reproach to the Christiar 
name, but will chill the ardour or pub- 
lic charity, recently kindled in behalt 
of this beuevelent obj: ct. 

‘Lhe Directors feel the most solicit. 
ous desire, that young men, Who are 
luquiring into the expediency of seek- 
ing an education for the ministry, 
should he guided by proper views, and 
be led to pursue that course, which 
will be safest for themselves, and most 
advantageous to the church. ‘They 
vught to be impressed with a sacred 
dread of misapplying or wasiing these 
precious ei suses. ‘They ought fre- 
quently to address to their own cou- 
sciences and hearts such questions as 
these: Shall I towh this consecrated 
coaar ey, without the requisite qualifca- 
tions 2 Shali I dare to commit sacrilege 
lo gratify my own unhalivwed desires ? 
As to their qualifications, they should 
remember, how difficult it is for young 
men, especially im such a case, to 
form acorrect judgment of themseives. 
They should, therefore, guard against 
the influence of vanity and self love, 
and, with a pious docility, seek to 
know what is the will of God. They 
should solicit the serious advice of judt- 
clous mimsters, and private Christians: 
holding themse!ves ready to submit to 
the most faithful examination, and the 
inost satisfactory trial of their talents 
aud their piety, and always feeling, 
that however desirable, honorable, and 
useful an office the mivistry may be, 
unless they bave the requisite char- 
acler, it is better for them te be im a- 
ny employment,than in that. Above all, 
they should implove the guidance and 
blessing of God. And if atany period 
of their education, their patrons er in- 
structors should be convinced, that 
they have mistaken theirobject; they 
ought cheerfully to relinquish their 
education, low much soever their 
hearts may have been set upon it, and 
be satisiied, that it is their duty, and 
will be their henor and happiness, to 
serve God in that calling, for which 
they are the best qualified. 

Vhere is another caution n-cessar 
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to be inculcated. The vast import- 
ance of raising up able ministers of 
the Gospel is felt to a great extent in 
our country, and funds are collected to 

aid in promoting this object. Now 
young men, who are pursuing an edu- 
cation preparatory to the ministry, 
will be prone to rely passively upon 
this charitable provision $0 far, as to 
remit exertions they would otherwise 
be ready to make for themselves. 
some, who might find it practicable 
to defray the whole expense of their 
education from some other source, 
may be inclined to solicit aid from 
this Society, not remembering that its 
funds are designed fov those only, who 
are destitute ofall other means of sup- 
port. And even those, who are whiol- 
ly destitute, may rest too quietly on 
public charity, and satisfy themselves 
with much less industry and economy 
than others have practised, who have 
been left to make their way by their 
own efferts. But whether yourg men 
ask for assistance without cause, or ask 
tor more than is absolutely necessary ; 
they are guilty of au impropriety, ad- 
mitting of noexeuse. They, who are 
appointed by this Society to manage 
its funds, wish these sober views of the 
subject to be constantly luapressed on 
their own minds, and on the minds of 
their beneficiaries. 

There is another view which the 
Directors have taken of the dangerous 
influence of the charity entrusted to 
them; namely, that it will be likely 
to detract from energy of character. 
Beneficiaries, whose wants are regu- 
larly supplied by public beneficence, 
will be in danger of falling far below 
the activity and usefulness of those, 
who have been obliged to struggle 
through great difficulties, and who 
rise to eminence in society by their 
own persevering diligence. The Di 
rectors have kept this dangerous ten- 
dency of charity steadily in view, and 
have laboured, by every practicable 
menme, to counteract it. In the first 
place, they have made it their uniform 
principle, not to afford to any benefi 

claries a complete support. Even if 
beig funds had been so much larger, 
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as to be fuily competent to this ; they 
would have considered it the dictate of 
sound discretion, to grantonly so much 
assistance to beneficiaries, as would be 
sufficient to keep them fiom sinking 
under too heavy a burden, and to give 
encouragement and success to their 
own diligent efforts. 

It was partly on the same grouud 
that the Directors in April last, adop it 
ed and published the following res: lu 
tion; viz: * that it is the desire and 
expectation of this Board, that then 
Beneficiaries, in each stage uf thew 
education, should, as far as they have 
opportunity, employ at least two hours 
in a day, in productive iabour, with a 
view both to aid them in defraying the 
expeuces of their edutation, and to 
promote vigorous health; and that 
their luostructors be reques’ed to direct 
and assist them as to suitabie employ- 
ment.” 

The Directors, further, are not a lit- 
tle anxious respecting the mural influe 
ence, which may, in some respects, be 
produced on the character of the b ne- 
ficiaries, by the habit of relying lor sup- 
port upen others; and woud there- 
ane earnestly call upon th em, to use 


the eflect which is leach Es very oii . 
neficiary should be led to reflect most 
seriously on the design of this beneso- 
lent instituuion, and on the end whi 

is constantly to be sought by the spp 
ca:ion of its charities. [le should ne 
ver suffer the thouglhis or feelings fo: 
a moment to steal upon his heart, tha 
he has any personal claim upon the 
public charity, or that he bas any right 
to complain, if it is withheld; or, if 
bestowed with ever so much |, bere lity, 
that itis any reason for him to look 
upon himself with seif-compiacency. 
On the contrary, be should place bim- 
self habitua!ly under the eye of Christ, 
the head of theChurch,be affected with 
his own unworthiness, and be deep 
ly sensible, that every favour conier- 
red upon him, especia ly nat which 
may contribute to prepare lim for fu- 
ture uselulness, should excite the live

‘Although there was no remarkable 
characteristic in this work, to distinguish 
+t from many others, yet, all classes and 
At scriptions of men, from the venerable 
old man, down to the child, seemed to 
be more or less affected by the work. 

Subsequent to this season, as fruits of 
this revival, about seventy were added to 
the church. 

We have the pleasure of recording 
another special work of the Holy Spirit, 
during the past winter. This clorious 
work made its appearance about the 
first of December, 1818. From the 
commencement for nearly two months, 
the work progressed but slowly. ‘The 
people of God were exercised with al- 
ternate hopes and fears. While some 
hegan to grow discouraged, others mani- 
fested the determinate resolution of good 
old Jacob, when he wrestled with the 
angel of the covenant. We were not 
yet prepared for so rich a blessing as 
God had in store for us. Sometime in 
the month of January, the work became 
powerful. Throughout the limits of the 
fown.an alarm was excited among the 
ungodly. Men and brethren, what shall 
we do, was the simultaneous enquiry. 

Inthe course of a few weeks, a con- 
siderable number gave pleasing evidence 
of having passed from death unto life. 
Seventy or eighty have indulged an hope. 
Between fifty and sixty have already 
nnited with the church. Some of al- 
most every age, have been made _ the 
hopeiul subjects of this work. ‘There 
is, however, a larger proportion of those 
in advanced life, found among the hope- 
ful converts, in this late work, than is 
usual in revivals of religion. Eight or 
ten, between sixty and eighty, have in- 
dulged the pleasing hope of being born 
again by the efficient power of the Holy 
(shost. 

During the late work, a spirit of spe- 
cial prayer, was very manifest in the 
saints. Among the fruits of this good 
work. family worship holds a conspicu- 
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ous place. We now find an altar for 
God, in very many families, which, pre- 
vious to this revival, lived without hope, 
without prayer, and without God in the 
world. 

[am thoroughly convinced, from 
actual experiment, that much good re- 
sults, in seasons of revivals, in visiting 
from house to house, and in conversing 
with individuals, upon their spiritual 
concerns. By looking into particular 
cases, we may learn more «accurately 
what is their peculiar state of mind, and 
be better able to direct truth to the un- 
derstanding and ‘This 
course has been adopted, more especi- 
ally in the late revivals, by my brethren, 
in this vicinity of towns, in which God 
has so gloriously displayed the riches of 
his grace, with great success. 

The doctrines which have been bless- 
ed, in this and in the neighbouring towns. 
to the salvation of so many souls, may

** Shortly after the above, a revival 
appeared within the bounds of the Beth- 
lehem congregation, principally through 
vhe instrumentality of the Rev. Thomas 
Bomar; an addition of about an hun- 
dred and perhaps wpwards, has been the 
fruits of this, and it is yet progressing. 
‘This was immediately followed by an- 
other revival, appearing amongst the 
people about seven miles to the north- 
east from Spartanburgh court-house. 
Between sixty and one hundred have 
been added to the adjoining churches al- 
ready, as the fruits of this last revival, 
and scarcely a church meeting passes 
among them, without large additions ; 
it has been chiefly under the labours of 
the Rev. Thomas Weathers ; and in 
August or September past, there was an- 
other revival that made its appearance 
about fifteen miles to the north of the 
last, in the bounds of the Buck-creek 
church, and under the superintendence 
of the Rev. B. Hicks, which has exceed- 
ed any thing that I ever heard of in this 
country ; an addition of eighty-nine 
members to that church has already ta- 
ken place, upon a profession of their 
saith, agreeable to the Baptist order. 
‘Of this mnnber, sixty one joined at one 
ehurch meeting. ‘Vhe above revivals 
are not confined to one sect or class of 
mankind, but in generai has taken place 
among the youths. How attentive 
should our youth be, to claim the pro- 
mise, “they that seek me early shall 
fined me.”

Kutract of a Letter from the Rev. Cy" 
rus Kingsbury, to a lady in Charles- 
ton, dated Eiliett, Choctaw Natiork, 
Nowember 15, 1819. ‘ 


“ We are not insensible of the great 
obligations conferred on us by our friends 
in Charleston. While labouring here 
in this wilderness, far removed from ci- 
vilized society ; it is animating to our 
hearts, and calls forth our warmest gra- 


(Jan. 


titude, when we hear that God is raising 
up those with whom we have ne per- 
sonal acquaintance, to come forward as 
fellow labourers in the same work. 

As the Lord has disposed your hearts 
to bear a portion of our burdens, it is 
our duty to make you partakers of our 
joys. We wish you could visit this es 
tablishment, and witness the appearance 
and improvement of those for whose 
best good you are labouring. But as 
this privilege cannot be enjoyed, we 
must favour you with a brief description. 

The present number of our scholars 
is 51 ; 41 males and 10 femeles. They 
are of all ages, from six to nineteen or 
twenty, and of all complexions, from 
full blooded Choctaws to the apparently 
white. Ican assure you, they are not 
those ugly looking savages, that many 
would imagine. Many of them have 
fie open manly countenances, and age 
amiable and pleasant in their deport- 
ment. ‘True they are children of hea- 
then, and have little or no advantages 
for improvement, :yet ‘they possess 
sprightly tractable minds, and no person 
can be with them, without feeling deeply 
interested for their temporal and spigit- 
ual welfare. Some who began thea, b, 
c, six months ago, can now read in the 
Testament, and ten or twelve more in 
easy reading lessons. One or two who 
could not understand our language 
when they came, can now speak it cor- 
rectly. While out of school, the boys 
are employed in labour out of doors and 
the girls in the house. ‘They are at all 
times cheerful and contented,no one has 
left the school, or manifested a wish to 
do so. 

Want of help, and want of means 
have obliged us to refuse many who have 
applied for admission into our school. 
We have at present 73 in our constant 
family, besides directors. 

A wide field for usefulness is opening 
before us. The natives are anxious 
that other establishments should be form- 
ed in other parts of the nation; and 
$2,000 annually, for 17 years, have al- 
ready been appropriated for the support 
of one. Nothingis wanting, but devo- 
ted persons and efficient means, to put 
the great mass of children in this nation, 
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ina course of instruction. Pray the 
Lord of the harvest, that he would send 
forth laborers into this wilderness, that 
jt may become a fruitful field. 

About one hundred, including our 
scholars and family, attend public wor- 
ship on the Sabbath. Their attention is 
serious. We have hope that the wife 
of achief, has Bs ove the salvation.

‘The conviction, that 
she possessed in an eminent degree 
the spirit of Him, who said, * biess 
them that curse you,” and prayed for 
his murderers, rashed upon my mind 
with energy, and I could compare my- 
self in some measure to those who said, 
“ shall we command fire to come 
down from Heaven,” &c. I think !

abasement: I left her for a moment, 
and from the few comforts | possess: d, 
gave her a considerable portion. She 
received them with the most visible 
marks of gratitude—arose to depart, 
went to the door, and then turned, 
looking me in the face with evident 
concern. Sarah, said I, what wouid 
you have P (supposing ‘she wanted 
something £ had noi thought of, and 
feared to ask.) * O my good, Misse,”

said she, “ nothing, only ‘trai 1 your 
big heart feel some proud, cause you 
give more for ndthing hain Misse ~ 
tor sand.” ‘Pihis faithfulness, added 
to her piety and gratitude, completed 
the swell of feeimg already rising in 
my saul, and bursting mto tears, | 
said, O avialesd when you pray that 
Mrs. may have a bigeer heart, 
don’t forget to pray that 1 may bh: ive 
a humbler one. I will Misse, will,’ 
she exclaimed with joy, and hastened 
on her way. Another excellence in 
her character, was, that she loved the 
habitation of God’s house, and ofien 
appeared there, when from bad weath- 
er or other causes, many a seat of ai- 
fluence was empty. She was always 
— ever clean and whole in her ap- 
parel, though sometimes almost as 
much diversified with patches as the 
Shepherd’s coat. She was very old 
and quite feeble, yet she generally 
stood during public service, with eyes 
rivetted on the preacher. 

I have sometimes overtook her on 
the steps, after service, and tapping 
her on her shoulder, would say, have 
you had a good day, Sarah? “ All 
good, sweeter than honey,” she would 
reply. . 

In the spring of 1818, it was obser- 
ved by her friends that she did not ap- 
pear at meeting as usual, and one of 
her particular female- benefactors ask- 
ed her the reason; when she with 
streaming eyes told her, tiat her 
clothes had become so old and rag- 
ged that she could not come with com- 
fortor decency ; but said she had 
been praying God to provide for hev 
in this respect, a great while, and tell- 
ing Jesus how much she waited to go 
to his house of prayer, and expressed 
a strong desire to be resigned and sub- 
missive to his will, This was soon 
communicated to a few triends, who 
promptly obeyed the call of Pos 
dence, and soon furnished this sulter 
ing member of ¢ hrist, with a very de- 
cent suit of apparel, This present was 
aiunest overpowel ing to her gratefu! 
heart. She received them as from 








the hand of her heavenly Father and 
swer to her spe- 


kind Redeemer, inan 
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cia! prayer. But this did not in the 
least diminish her graiitude to her 
benefactors ; but said she would go on, 
tell Jesus how good his dear people 
was to this poor old creature, and 
pray her good Father to give them 
great reward. 

Two of the garments given her, she 
received with every mark of joy. On 
being asked why she set so high a val- 
ue on these, she replied; “ O, these 
just what I pray for so long, so to lay 
out my poor old body, clean and de- 
cent, like God’s dear white people 
when Idie.” “These she requested a 
friend to keep for her, fearing to car- 
ry them home, lest they should be ta- 
ken from her She was however, per- 
suaded to wear one of them to meet. 
ing, upon condition that if she injured 
that, another should be provided ; the 
other was preserved by her friend, and 
made use of at her death. 

Thus was this humble band of fe- 
male friends, honored, by anointing as 
it were the body, beforehand, to the 
burial. AndI doubt not but that her 
prayer was heard, and will be answer- 
ed in their abundant reward. The 
last visit I bad from her was in the 
summer of 1818. She had attended a 
funeral, and returning, called at my 
cottage. She complained of great 
weariness, and pain in her limbs, and 
showed me her feet, which were much 
swoollen. J] enquired the cause: “ O,” 
said she, witha serene smile, “ Death 
come creeping on, 1 think in grave 
yatd to day, Sarah must lie here soon.” 
Well, are you willing to die ? do you 
feel ready ? * O, | hope Misse, if my 
bad heart tell true, I willing and ready 
to do just as Jesus bid me; if he say 

you must die, I glad to go be wi'h 
him; If he say, live and syle great 
deal more, then I willing do that; I 
think Jesus know best. Sometime I get 
such look of heaven, I long to go see 
Jesus ; see happy angel, see holy saint 
-—throw away my bad heart, lay down 
my old body, and go where [ no siu. 
‘Vhen I tell Jesus; he say, Sarah, I 
prepare a place for you, then | come 
take you tu myself. Then I be quite 
like child, don’t want to go till he call 
nie.” Much more she said upon this 








interesting subject, which indicated ¢ 
soul ripe for heavenly glories. When 
we parted, I thought it very doubtful 
whether we ever met again below. 
In the course of three weeks from 
this time, I heard that Sarah was no 
more. Is Sarah d+ad? said I: and 
the enquiry gave rise to the thoughts 
contained in the following lines. 

Is Sarah dead ? let not a sigh arise, 

To mourn her exit from this world of woe ; 


Rather let tears of joy suffuse the eyes 
That oft have wept her suffering state below. 


Is Sarah dead ? then those poor aged limbs 
So long with pain and weariness oppressed, 
An easy bed in yonder grave shal! find, 

‘And longand sweet shal! be the sacred rest.” 


Is Sarah dead ? then never, never more, 
Shali hunger force her from her wretched cot 
With eager step, a morsel to implore, 

Where poverty and tears are heeded not. 


No longer bent beneath a heavy load, 

I see herstraggle on her weary way, 

With lifted hands, imploring strength of God

Thus, while the pen of many ¢ 
ready writer is employed in imparting 
instruction, reproof, or correction, to 
the rising, or risen generation; while 
the deeds of the mighty are recorded 
with splendour, the exploits of the he- 
roes proclaimed from the house tops, 
and the virtues and charities of God’s 
people are exliibited, that others may 
see their good works and glorify their 
Father wha, is in heaven, I would, 
according to my humble abi'ity, snatch 
from oblivion the example of one, 
who, though scorned by the proud, 
aud overlouked by the great, yet was 
known and beloved by a humble few, 
and by them the grace of God was 
magnified on her account.
